Pluvius and Jove got together 
In a little close harmony here 
yesterday evening, and rain and 
lightning sent the downtown 
pedestrians scurrying as the first 
rain of the season arrived. 

The low pressure area that had 
been working in from the ocean 
for the past week arrived at 
last, and a general storm seemed 
probable. Up until yesterday, 
Sierra Madre escaped all but the 
sound of distant thunder, then 
the thunder moved up directly 
overhead and the clouds that 
have been threatening let loose 
with a miniature cloudburst. 

Both Valley Forge and Opids 
camps which lie to the north of 
the head of the Big Santa Anita, 
report heavy clouds and rain, 
and plenty of thunder and 
lightning. Rain has been falling 
heavily on Mt. Gleason most of 
the week according to Forest 
Ranger I. W. Elliot, lookout, sta¬ 
tioned on the peak. 

Thunder and lightning have 
been staging a wild symphony 
of sound and light on San Ga¬ 
briel Peak, four miles north¬ 
west of Mt. Wilson, reports 
Forest Lookout Edwards, and 
both rain and hail have fallen 
there. 

Chief Dispatcher V. P. Vet¬ 
ter, of the Angeles Forest, states 
that continuation of the rains 
will greatly relieve the fire haz- 
urd and hasten the end of the 
fire season. 

Yesterday's rain didn't come so 
early as you might suppose. Last 
year saw .07 inches in the lat¬ 
ter part of August. This first 
storm of the season brought the 
season's total precipitation up to 
.12 this figure being divided up 
between .08 inches of actuel rain 
and .04 inches of heavy fog that 
has registered during the last few 
weeks. Up to the same date 
last season the total was 16, 

At that there’s been a long dry 
spell, for the last rain was on 
June 5th It rained a half inch 
during the three day stretch of 
June 3, 4 and 5. 


I Petitions demanding that the 
City Council knock $10,000 off 
the city's operating expenses for 
the year 1932-33 are being cir¬ 
culated by H, J. Kohl and his 
associates.

T HE post-war period has 
brought its inevitable ava¬ 
lanche of books on the sub¬ 
ject. We have heard from Clem- 
enceau, Foch, Lloyd George, Per¬ 
shing, et alia. And now comes our 
war-time Chief of Staff, General 
March, with his Memoirs. With 
typical military bluntness he pays 
his respects to the Commander of 
the A.E.F. in repi/ to the lat¬ 
ter’s caustic criticism of the work 
of the General Staff early in the 
war. Commenting on Pershing’s 
tendency to engage in conferences 
in France more diplomatic than 
military to the neglect of his 
military duties, he opines that 
Black Jack “had About as few 
qualifications for diplomacy as 
any man I knew.” 

But get an earful of this: 

“As the A.E.F. Increased In 
size, Gen. Pershing's Inability to 
function in team-work with his 
legal and authorized superiors in¬ 
creased until It reached a point 
where he refused to obey Marshal 
Foch’s orders, and August 17, 
1918, he wrote Secretary Baker, 
behind my back, saying in sub¬ 
stance that while we seemed to 
have sufficient energy it was 
badly directed, and that better 
results would be obtained if an 
officer from his own staff were 
in charge of the War Department 
General Staff. 

“He wanted a rubber stamp for 
a chief of staff at home so he 
could be entirely independent of 
supervision or control Of course 
the Secretary did not pay the 
slightest attention to this extra¬ 
ordinary proposal. Unfortunately 
I did not know about this par¬ 
ticular letter until after the war.

Althought Sierra Madre is in 
fact a mountain town, and a 
prominent point of entrance into 
the back country of the Angeles 
National Forest, it is probable 
that few people here thoroughly 
understand the various strict 
rules that govern the mountain 
and forest territory, and fully 
appreciate the importance of ob¬ 
serving such rules. 

Summarized, here are the regu¬ 
lations which the rangers and 
forest authorities wish everyone 
who intends to go into the moun¬ 
tain regions to memorize: Be 
sure to secure a campfire permit 
from a forest officer. Build only 
small fires, and then only where 
permitted. Extinguish fires with 
water, then bury in earth. Be 
careful with matches, cigarettes, 
cigars, and the like. Bum or bury 
all garbage and refuse. Don’t 
pollute streams and creeks by un¬ 
sanitary acts. Don't mutilate 
trees, signs, or forest equipment. 
Observe fish and game laws. 
Don't hunt near camps. Drive 
carefully over mountain roads.
